Kbw YqoK, Jane 7.— The .^oomal 
prints the following dispatch from 

Washing; ton: 

Prosidont McKinloy's Cuban policy is 
tfKliiy c<incrt!tn and fixed. Already tlio 
first note to Spain is blcx-ked out and 
merely awaits the arrival and report of 
Special CommiMioner Calhoun to give 
it its final impnlse. President MoKin- 
ley lias himself nnfliiicd tho main 
features of liis jxilicy to conlideutial 
friends and advisors during the present 
week. To one of these he said : 

"Unleai Mr. Calboan's reports differ 
▼eiy matenolly from the orerwhelming 
facta already in mj pomession I can 
have but one policy in tlie matter. This 
bloody war mast stoi) as well in tlie in- 
terests of humanity, a< on arcount of 
the lives and property of Americans, 
which have be 'u, and are being, need- 
lessly sacrificed. 

"I have every confidence in ConRul 
General Lee, hi.s intturity aiid hi.s 
painstaking accuracy in reporting tho 
situation, but I felt tliat the American 
people would be better satisfied were 
my action based upon reports obtained 
by the cfmfidential agents and advisers 
of my own administration, and for that 
rea.son I conebidcd to send, in the first 

I)lace, Judge Day, and, later, Mr. Cal- 
lonn, to make the investigation Tho 
sitoatioQ does not admit of delay." 

President McKinley's note t^) Spain 
will recite the condition of affairs iu 
Caba, as verified by tlie consular n porta 
and by Mr. Calhoun. He will then de- 
clare that the time to interfere on the 
groauds of humanity and interest has 
come. The friendly mediation of tho 
United States will then be otfered to 
settle the ditQonlty iu the island on the 
basis of its independence, and the pay- 
ment of an indemnity by the new gov- 
ernment of Cuba. 

Spain will be given 80 days to reply 
to this uoto. Should her reply be nn 
acceptance qf tho offer, an armistice 
will be immediately established. Should 
it be declined^ and the administration 
fears this alternative, the president will 
at ouco send a message to congress 
which he has already blooke^ oat, and 
will advise oon g re a s to take snch action 
aa it deems proper from evidence to bo 
aabmitted. 

CAN0VA8 CABINET CONFIRMED. 

Madimd, Juno 7.— The qneen regent 
has confirmed Senor Canovas, the pre- 
mier, in bis ministerial powers, and the 
cabinet, which sent in their resignation 
last week, will remain in office with 
perponnel and policy unchanged. Tho 
queen reached her decision after con- 
sulting with the former pri'iiiier and 
the marshals. Included iu the former 
were Senor Sagasia, the present leader 
of the Liberal party, and Martinez 
Campai, the captain general of Oaba, 
who gave way to Oeneral Weyler. 
' Ouipos himself advised the qneen 
not to form an intermediate cabinet, 
but to trnst the government to the 
pavty which offers the best and most 
aeflnite solntion for Oaba, and one 
which is most oidcalated to insnre good 
nUtions with the United States, while 
Ming consistent with national dignity. 

In addition, tujcording to ' the Oorre- 
spondenoia de Espana, he advised the 
qaeen to recall weyler. 

All the leading members of the senate 
and of the chamber of deputies who 
were oonsalted by 'h«r majesty, as well 
as thyee marshalSjliave advised the re- 
oall of Oaptain General Weyler from 
Oaba. 

Havana DIspatehee. 

Havaita, Jnne 7.— In political circles 
and among the Spanisli general public, 

where a feeling of acute anxiety had 
existed as to tlie uut( ome of tlie cabinet 
crisis in Madrid, keen satisfaction is ex- 
pressed at the uews that Senor Oanov^ 
lias received fresh jnoof of OOOfldenoe 
from the crown. 

La (iaceta (tho ofWcial gazette) pub- 
lishes the text of the reforms recently 
promulgated by the qaeen regent in 
council.

CoNBTANTivoPLE, Juue 7. — Aotiug 
upon tl'.e advice of Izzet Rey. tho sultan 
is leaving the peace negotiations wholly 
in the hands of his ministers, tlius 
evading personal responsibility and 
placing himself in A position to sacrifice 
them to popular Indignation if umab- 
sary. 

It is reported tliat tho palace party 
has enteri'd into exteiibive stock ex- 
change operations, on the tlieory that 
the market will show a rise as the 
prospects of peace increase. 

The Ottoman aijn)assador at St. Peters- 
burg lia.s inforiiu d th'( porte that Count 
MuravietT, tho liussiiui foreign minis- 
ter, told him ho personally objected to 
Russian intervention on behalf of 
Greece, aud had countermtod the 
feminine intrigaes staitod with that 
object, but the holy synod induced th< 
cxar to intervene. 



FIRE IN SAN FR ANCISCO. 

rhree Lives I.o«t and 9100,000 Worth ef 

Property I>e«tro.ve«l. 

Saj{ Franc i.sco. Juno 7.— A fire in 
'•he sontheastem part of tlio city at 
luon yesterday cost tlu'ee firemen their 
ives and entailed a |ax >p etty loss of 
1100,000. The killed are: 

John Mahonoy of chemical engine 
No. 0. 

Frank Keller, .steward of ho.je cart 
Ko. 2. 

James Hallina!!, driver of truck No. I. 
The fire started mysterioiwly in the 
1-sto.T brick building own e<l by Schroth 
& Westertleld, and leased to tne Stand- 
ard Biscuit company. Work iu the 
factory ceased for the week at o :8o 
Saturday afternoon, and so far as 
known, the only occupants of the build- 
ing Sunday morning were John Krwni, 
the kookkeeper, and W. Cook, tlie 
sasliier, who were at work in the o.:l'je. 
Cook departed at 11, and Erwin was 
atill occupied with his books ' at noon 
when a fireman rushed in conveying 
the information that the buildii:-; was 
ablaze in the upper storlej. Erwin had 
been onoonscious of t.io fire which had 
been obs<«ved bat a few minutes earlier 
by several jpnssors-by. who were startled 
by a sudaea borst of flames in the 
fourth story. 

After the first alarm the fire chief 
turned ih a second and general alarm. 
A stiff breeze fanned the fire within the 
briok walls, caused it to spread with ex- 
traordinary rapidity, and it wassoou 
apparent that the interior of the strnc- 
ture would be entirely destroyed. 

Adjacent to the brick factory was a 
row of old wooden buildings, including 
a branch of tho Salvation boiraclcs and 
I the Southern police station. The.>e 
; seemed doomed. Fortunately the poHce 
station contained only three prisoners, 
, but the terrified yells and appeals of the 
trio to be liberated caused intense ex- 
citement among tho gathering cro\v<ls. 
, They were transferred as quickly as 
possible to the Central station, 
j Meanwhile floor after floor of the 
'cracker factory foil in rendering tlie 
, wuLs unsafe. Then the east wall of the 
I factory toppled over and then a waving 
i sheet of fiumes spread over the area ad- 
I joining. With the crash of the east 
! wall c/ccnrred the tragedy of the con- 
1 flanration A score of firemen were in 
an adjoining paint sliop endi-avoriu'^ 
!fn 111 that spot to cheek the spread c f 
the Haiues. A fr.llu.g tiiiibir struck 
Fireman Mahoney on tlie le;:, breaking 
it. He refused to a!ln\v his comrades to 
cairv hiiu away in tiic.r anus, iii<istinLr 
that lie must be l.oi'iie oU' on a sliuttiT. 
All but two of the band of lireiiieii ran 
to procure a shutter, and just as tle y 
Ifft tlieir injured comrade, the wall fell, 
burying beneath a mass of brick and 
moitar Maiioney and his faithful 
friends. By diut of much dangerous 
labor the tiiree bodies were soon recov - 
er "d. 

The lo.ss to the brick build; njr is esti- 
mated at 5;-l(t,00(). witli .•Jtio.ooo loss on 
tile contents, consisting of niacli;i:ery 
and st(K-k. The da uago to the Salva- 
tion .\rm}' barracks was f 1,000, and to 
the jjoliee station the daiaaf^e was 
nominally. The biscuit factory was 
operated by a corporation, organized u 
year a^'o, .and ri putedly transacting a 
large aud prosperous busiuuss. The 
canae at the fire is as yet oaknown. 

BURGLAR JIM ANDERSON. 

He Will Soon Hegln Auotlier Term in the 
Ohio Penlteutliiry. 

OoLUMBU«i, C, June 7.— Burglar Jim 
Anderson was found guilty in the crim- 
inal court liere Saturday of the charge 
Df grand larceny, aud within a week he 
will be again weariin,' the prison garb, 
as it is not believed he can secure a new 
trial. 

He is charged with the theft of #400 
of diamonds, the property of Mrs. Ollle 

Qump, and found in Anderson's posses- 
lion. Tho evidence not only established 
his guilt of the crime cliarged against 
him, but it also showed tliat he was a 
member of the Si Morris ^.-ajig of 
thieves, the leader of which was last 
sveek senti need to the penitentiary for 
aiuo years by Judge Pugh. 

Anderson was under indictment as a 
habitual criminal, but he escape{l sen- 
tenets under tins act on the ground ttiat 
ho had bien pardoned by (iovernor 
Bishop while serving one of the previ- 
ous sentences. The highest penalty for 
the ci-inie of which Anderson stands 
convicted is sev cu years.

THE SUGAR SOHEDULE REACHED. 



No Telling at Freaent How Long It Will 
Be Debated— The 8awsltatt Treaty Will 

III- rrotertod — Tobncpo Men Will Ho 
<>ivf u a Ilrarlng - I'robabic I'rugrai:! uf 
tlie Senate and Hoiim. 

WAsmTroTOX, June 7.— While tariff 
will continue the general topic of dis- 
cussion in the .senate durin;; the pre-,'ut 
\ve(>k, there is no certainty as to \\ hat 
portion of it will r.'ceive especial atten- 
tion. This uneertainly is due lar^'i ly 
to the difhculty of determining wlu n 
the sugar schedule will be token up. It 
is so generally nnderstood that this 
schedule will consume considerable 
time that there is no effort to outline 
beyond it tlie course of proi ceding. 
The wo(h1 sclieduie will altord a brief 
respite before reat hing tlie .-agar (pies- 
tion, as that subject was left uiidis;,osed 
of when the seiiaie adjourned on Satur- 
day. Senator .Mien pruhnlily will enter 
a motion to strik ' out ilie entire para- 
graph relating to sawed lumber, atul 
the motion uiuy load to other speeches 
th in his own. 

Whether the sugar sclvdulo will be 
taken np in order is still undererinin"d. 
There are many dillerenees of opinioa 
on the subject, but the prevailni},' i|i sire 
is to get the scheduli' out oi the way as 
SI .on as jvissibk'. This is the case on 
boili sides of tli<> ehaliil er. but it is es- 
pecially true of the Kepubhcans, as the 
resi)onsibility f( r action tests there. 
Still tlu'iejsa desire aiiioni: llepulilican 
seiiat(.rs tif^.t there should be absolute 
agreement a;noii<r tliemseUes on the 
rates of this >< le dule belore enter. iig 
upon its (hseus-.io;i in flie senate, ami 
it is realized tliat this may b ' dillieult 
of attainiuent without a further e.\- 
eliange of o))iiiit)ns tliaTi has y. t been 
permitted. There is no iln.ibt in any 
event of a post ]ioiieineiit uiitii .'^ iiafor 
Aldrich"s ri'turji to the senate. Ho is 
still eontined to his roo n, bat is expect* 
eil to be o it early in the we 

'I'll. It the Hawaiian treaty \\i;l be ]iro-

there is no certainty as to its ( uurse or 
its fato. 

Tl)o tobacco schedule immediately 
follows the sugar seheduh- ; but if it 
should be reocheil early iu the week it 
would be necessary also temporarily to 
pass it over, as the coaunittc" has proai- 
ised the tobacco men a hearing. They 
will ask for ii on wrapper and 35 cents 
on filler tobacco. There is also nn in- 
clination to return to tho language of 
the Wilson law on this subjet t. This 
is understood to be the wish of both the 
importers and the tobacco growers. 

There are many sharp oonteats ahead 
on the paragraphs of the agricultural 
schedule, which is next after tobacco, 
including those on rice, on which there 
will be an effort to secure a return to 
the house rates on cattle, on which it 
will be claimed there should be an ad 
valorum. rather than a specific duty, 
and on fish, fruits, chicory and salt. 

The innovation of a dut^ on tea is 
also proposed on this schedule, but it is 
practically certain that tliis provision 
will be vnthdrawn by the committee. 
Thus, what would have been one of the 
severest contests over the bill, will be 
avoided. 

Tho cotton and spirit schedules, will, 
it is now thought, excite comparatively 
little debate. 

Thn house has no work ahead of it 
this week and it is the intention of the 
majority leaders to adjourn until Thurs- 
day, and from Thursday until Monday. 
Mr. Simpson and other members of the 
minority doubtless will essay the usual 
mauenvers with the purpose of embar- 
rassiug the Republicans, but in the 
present condition of the house their lat- 
itude is narrow and they estsily oan be 
overborne by their adversaries.

BADGER PLACED IN JAIL.

Miles City, Mou.,June 7.— Stock In- 
spector Smith, having in charge Badger, 

tlie Indian who killed Sheopherder Hoo- 
ver. ;;rrived here Saturday afternoon. 
When the train arrived the depot plat- 
form was crowded. Special police and 
deputy sheriffs were on hand to protect 
the prisoner In case the citiaens resorted 
to vifdenoe. Badgw exhibited no sign 
of nervousness. His face was sti«aked 
with red paint and his blanket was 
drawn tightly over his shoolders. 
Badger was escorted to tho railroad by 
a company of cavaliy. 

County Attorney Porter learued that 
10 Indians are imphcated in tlie murder 
of Hoover. Tho names of six are known 
to the ottlcers. Warrants will be placed 
in the shi'ritf 's hands, and all who inter- 
fere with the oHicers in the disehartre of 
their duty v ill be arrested as long as 
the sheriti and pi^.e are iihle to do it. 

Agent Stoneli will not allow sheritTs 
on the reservatioM, as a lett(>r dated 
.lune 3, to W. D. Smith, deputy .dienii' 
of Custer county, shows. 

The rumor sent abroad that seltlers 
were returning witli their families to 
their homos is not true.

Over JMt Indians are off the reserva- 
tion, scattered in small bands, roaming 
the eduii.iy and coiumitt.ii:,' d preda- 
tions aiid devi )arin;.' everytliiii^' iii their 
line of iiiarcii. Tlieve are said to be 
I ,:!oi) Indians on tlie reservation. The 
daiu e hous' S. douat' d the Indians some 
time iipo by Captain ."^toaeii and others, 
will be torn di wn and the large dmu 
taki'ii awi.y from them, and all ' bad 
niedieiiie" made liereaftet will have to 
be made iu oi>eu air.

He has an excellant and well-maaaged 
farm, which is assessed at 180,000. Or> 
dinarily a mortgage on such a farm would 
constitute the very best sort ot collateral 
on which to negotiate a loan. In this 
case the broker conld not snpply the 
money though he has wealthy clients 
wlio have been pnttinp out a great deal 
of money on real estate. He went to 
one of these for whom had made such 
loans to the amoant of 960,000, bat the 
capitalist would not hear of tlii^. I 
said that he would not put out a lUjUar 
on farming lands in the Blue Grass ; tliat 
he would rather bay 3 per cent, bonds 
than trust the possible foreclosure of a 
luort'/age to courts and juries which had 
refused to bring the toll-gate raiders to 
jastice, M be was satisfied ^hat a money 
lender woold be regarded in the same 
light a.s a holder of turnpike shares. 

The broker had to go back to the in- 
tending borrower with the story that 
Louisville and Eastern capital was an 
avaUable for farm mortgages in the finest 
pastoral region in the world. The man 
was much astonished that a little thing 
like th« destroction of a few toll-gates 
should make money so timid. He said 
to the best of his knowledge the work 
was done by a few irresponsible boys, 
anyhow, and that the oommanity should 
not be blamed for their action. He was 
reminded that the community had done 
nothing to bring the boys to justice and 
that anarchistic ideas bad been allowed 
to spread anreboked. Nothing could 
be done fur him, and he had to seek his 
money elsewhere with probably aa little 
success. 

Of coarse the kakliuc, the sllveiites and 
time-serving politicians will denounce 

the hard-fisted money lenders for such 
action, but this will not help it. The 
capitalist will not intf ust money eveu on 
good security in habitually lawless com 
m unities except at exorbitant rates. 
The mere inability of their citizens to 
borrow funds will be the least harm the 
turnpike counties will sustain becaaae of 
the raids. Invested money will be with- 
drawn; new invefstments will not be 
made, and real estate will be deprecited. 
Men will not move into counties wheie 
the spirit of the bully and desperado is 
abroad, and where they must expect to 
go armed and fight or swallow insults, 
and law-abiding, order-loving citizens 
will mom to other States where life and 
property are better respected. 

The best thing the turnpike counties 
can do is to hunt out the outlaws and 
treat them as they have been done in 
Bath. To apologise for tlM raids and be- 
little the perpetrators means heavy loss 
of property as well aa of good name.

literMtinp Foaturps of the Rxpirimpnt at 
Htrtfcrd— What It May Lead To. 



A radical innovation which has at- 
tracted widespread interest has been 
made by the NewYork, New Heaven and 
Hartford railvoai?, which is now ninning 
regular local trains by the third rail elec- 
tric syatem between Hartford and New 
Britain, Conn. 

There are two sections on the third 
railroad, tlie first from Berlin to New 
Britain, 3} miles, and the second from 
New Britain to Hartford, 9} miles. The 
rails are '^'^l pounds to the yard, H|iocia]]y 
rolled in the form of a tiattened A. They 
are laid in bloeka of wood restins in the 

tic«. not fastened, but holding by their 
own weight. Each rail is bonded to the 
next to make a continuous circuit by two 
copper bands 12 inches long and 4 inches 
wide, bolted to the rail byeijjht bolts and 
nuta. The return of the current to the 
power house is by a heavy copper banil 
under the third rail. .\t all crossings and 
switches approach blocksareplacedwhich 
the shoe mounts before it strilces the 
rail. The sections are made "alive" or 
"dead" iroiii the switch t.iwcr, the opera- 
tor cutting tliera in as the train starts out 
when the train stops. The rails at any 
station are "dead" from tlie timn the 
train comes in until it goes out again. 

Instead of an overhead trolley the elec- 
tric curn'ut passes to the propelling ma- 
cliinery of the car by two shoes '.)'.] feet 
apart, which are in contact wit ti the tliird 
rail. Kach car is equipped with two l2o 
horsepower motors. A controller is on 
each platform, and on one I'latfortn is an 
electrical air pump for the electric bralces 
and whistle. This pump is stopped and 
started by an iii.'eiiioiis antonuitlo ar- 
rangement which comes into play as the 
pressure in the tanks f ise above or falls 
below "0 pmnids. Tlie <'urrent is pro- 
duced at the dynamo at a pressure of f.oO 
volts, and six incandescent lamps fed in 
series at an averaire of 110 volts burn 
brightly at the farther end of the line, i;> 
miles from the powerhouse. 

The boilers at the power station are in 
two batteries of five each. The engine is 
a tireene-Corliss of 1,"J(X) horse-power, a 
cross compound condensing engine. 
There is room on the staton for two 
more, and when it is enlarge!, there will 
be room for three others, giving an aggre- 
gate of 10,000 horsepower. The dynamo 
is directly connected to the ensiine and is 
ol ten poles, SoO K. W. of (VJO volts with- 
out a liad, and ii')0 when loaded. 

At Hartford and Berlin the tracks are 
fenced in. The only way to get into dan- 
ger is to climb the fence or crawl under 
the car. The danger is in patting one 
foot on the third rail and the other on 
theoiiliiiary r;iii on t lie ground,but the lat- 
ter is not specially daugerious unless the 
gronnd is quite wet. At crossings there 
is no danger whatever, a? the third rail 
is disconnected and the electric current 
passes beneath each crossing by a cable 
which is insulated in wooden boxes. 

iireat things are expected of the third 
rail system. President Clark of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford road 
suggested that locomotives might eventu- 
ally be discarded, jast as the old stage- 
coaches wercj
